A series or lectures on Vocational 
and Industrial Psychology to b» 
given by professor William D. Tait, 
;iiead of the Department of psycho- 
logy have been announced by the Dc- 
I partmeut of Extra-Murat Relations. 
Tiie aeries have been organized in 
co-operation with tho Chartered In- 
stitute of Secretaries. The thirty loo- 
lures arc to be open to tho publlo 
and a fee of ten dollars will be charg- 
ed. They will bo delivered on Tues- 
days at S p.m. beginning November 
1.1th. in the Arts Building. 

The lectures will tako the form of 
a course and anyone desiring to hear 
them is expected to roglster for tho 
whole series.

A large group of men ami women 
heard Gcorgo Nlcholl's address .on 
"The Theatre, Tradition mid the De- 
velopment of the Drama"- ut a meet- 
ing of the Ihlgllsh Llter.ilnre .Society 
yesterday In the Faculty Room of the 
Arts Building. 

Nlcholl's address was the second .,1 1 
the year; llnyaku.wa. having spoken j 
on Matthew Arnold at the first meet- 
ing, of the year. As Mr. Nicholls has 
had considerable experience in thea- 
tricals his subject was covered from j R.V.C 
mi experts point of view. 

"Theatre governs drama, and drama 
the theatre, so that it i<t difficult to 
make radical changes in either one 
without seriously affecting the other,'' 
was the theme of Mr. Nlcholl's 
speech. "The theatre of Dionysus 
was built for the play of that name 
and for years to come, plays were 
conditioned to suit this theatre. The 
style ot this theatre spread through 
Greece and Southern Kurope s.> that 
It became tradition to have theatres 
and dramas of this type." 

It wis not until the time of the 
Restoration that this was changed. 
The evolution of the Theatre is the 
same as that of tho Play. Tiie per- 
iods arc: Classic, Medieval. Italian. 
Renaissance, Ellzabclhan and Modern. 
As plays have improved so have 
theatres, and vice versa. One of the 
Important present-day changes is 
that the moderi» drama lias not sollll- 
qules or asides, except In the ease ef 
exceptional writers. 

In olden times masks played an 
important part, in fact, it was neces- 
sary to piny up to one's mask. A 
person wearing a tragic mask was 
'limited to tho one role, whtlo a 
comedian could be nothing but ecmic. 

In the time of Shakespeare there 
were no such' facilities, as at the pre- 
sent time, for changing scenes. The 
audience was required to Imagine 
from the lines. of the actor the setting 
of ninny of the scones. This had a 
marked Influence on Shakespeare's 
plays. Also, he had to finad a method 
of getting his people off the stage. In- 
stead of having a curtain dropped. 

In the ISth century lighting was 
Improved, so that plays woro arrang- 
ed for the benefit of the stage. 

There arc lour important factors: 
acting, the theatre, dialogue, and 
music. Tho faults were, over-acting, 
at tho expense of the play, dialogue

"Wigglers and How They Wiggle" 
was the title, of the lecture given by 
Professor Francis 13. Lloyd last Satur- 
day before an audience, ot more than 
iOu children In tho Montreal High 
School Assembly Hall. This was the 
first of a .scries of five lectures for 
school children to bo given under the 
auspices of the extension department 
of Mcfilll. 

The children found the lecture very 
exciting. They saw a drop of pond 
water placed in tho eye of an needle, 
nllvo with thousands ot tiny organisms 
who found ample room to swim about. 
The action of each wiggler was clearly 
revealed by a motion picture taken 
through a microscope In Professor 
Lloyd's laboratory. 

There was a general inurtuor of do- 
light among tho young audlenco when 
tlu-y saw an amoeba consume a dtii- 
tluu for Its rooming cereal. Cries of 
"tiee, ho doesn't even chew it" where 
heard everywhere, nnd Professor 
Lloyd assured them that this was in. 
deed the case. Then the appearance 
of the hydra which had little parasites 
on the und of Its arms caused a shiver 
Of excitement to pass through the 
gathering, especially as they watched 
\»lin wiggle hlfl arms about causing 
currents In the water that brought 
him fond.

THE U.S. ELECTION 

Today the citizens of the United Stiiies ko 
to the rolls nominally to elect presidential elect- 
ors, actually to elect a president. In some re- 
spects this year's election will have be«n of 
more than ordinary interest. The two chief 
candidates are both remarkably able nu-n and 
both extremely well known. It is the last fact 
which is the more unusual one. for thitherto 
the working of the American constitution has 
generally been such that loyal party uoliticians 
with as little personality as possibility have 
become party nominees. 

No one can accuse either Mr. Hoover or 
.Mr. Smith with lack of character. Mr. Hoover, 
the Republican nominee, has proved himself an 
organizer of very great ability: he has organ- 
i7.ed famine relief in Russia : he has organized 
flood relief in the Mississippi valley; and, least 
spectacular but most important, he has' organ- 
ized the U.S. Department of Commerce into the. 
most efficient business, aiding and trade get- 
ting force thai the American producer: has at 
, his disposal. He is a widely travelled "man. and 
has been known as 'Erbert 'Oover for supposed 
pro-British tendencies. The stand he took upon 
the question of the British rubber monopoly 
should be -sufficient to dispel that illusion. 

Mr. Smith, the Democratic candidate, is in- 
tensely democratic a politician by profession. 
Band perhaps inclined to be more original than 

pponent. Originality would in any other 
country be an asset, but American leveling-up 
and standardization would appear to render 

ibe oossi ssion of this quality in the nature of a 

le - 
drawback. 

Mr. Smith, again, has been responsible for 
tha introduction of two live elements into the 
election campaign. The run of American presi- 
ential elections are apt to be puzzling to the 
" foreigner, who can discern no difference be- 
tween the platform of one party and that of the 
other — another product of standardization. ; 
• In the present case, however, the issues of re- 
ligion and liquor stand out clearly, and it is the 
Democratic candidate who has introduced them. 

World opinion, as far as it is ascertainable, 
seems to incline to the view that Mr. Smith 
would be the better president. His originality, 
his verve, and the possibilty that he might 
prove more broadrainded in international af- 
fairs, fhësc are the qualities which command 
him to the world at large. 

'On the other hand, if so reliable a '"straw 
vote" as that conducted by the "Literary Di- 
gest" carries any weight, then Mr. Hoover has 
the sympathies of the American people. His 
hu nd red-per-cent efficiency, and his disposition 
to let .-leeping dogs lie, endear him to the pros- 
perous public, who own efficiency as their 
watchword, and who put practice before theory. 

Although the presidential election seems to 
have little bearing on Canada, the interest 
taken in the contest by this country is naturally 
great, for mo«t of us have visited the States, 
and many of us have American relatives, to say 
nothing of the business co-opèration between 
(he two countries. The St. Lawrence Waterway 
Scheme might have been a big issue, with both 
sides out to conciliate the Western fdrjjaieiY., Lut 
as it has been definitely turned down by Ottawa 
it lias ceased to be of importance.

IS STUDENT INTEREST DEAD 

.Many other colleges on the continent, read- 
ing in some of the earlier issues of the Daily of 
the difficulty of getting together enough stu- 
dents al a society meeting to carry on business, 
bade fair to reach the natural conclusion that 
interest in student activities at McGill is, if not 
quite dead, at .least in a parlous state. There 
were many within our own gates, indeed, who 
have the same idea. 

We beg to differ. We submit the opinion 
that student interest in student affairs is a 
keen, and probably keener this year than it has 
been in the past. The year is yet young, and 
the swing of activities has but begun, but al- 
ready a consciousness of the year has quite def- 
initely become an undercurrent of campus feel- 
ing. 

An outstanding .reason of ours, the hopes 
that have been aroused over the possibilities of 
the rugby championship. There has been a 
solidarity of anticipation that has served a good 
purpose in prompting campus good spirits. 
There has, niarepver, this year heen more inter- 
est in the smaller but equally interesting games 



of the interfacuicy league, games none, (he less 
important in promoting faculty solidarity and 
healthy rivalry coupled with more real fun than 
the big games can offer. , 

Considerable interest has been shown in 
the work that is begun in the productions of 
the coming year. The Revue, the Choral Society, 
and the Players Club are all set in earnest for 
bigger tilings, expectations that appear justi- 
fied in view of the interest and support that 
have been accorded I hem so far by the student 
body. In dramatics, at least, one can find no 
trace of the dreaded lack of popular interest. 

The smaller societies on the campus, the 
sectional and the group organizations all seem 
to be prepared for a good time, and can com- 
plain of no laik of support. The English club, the 
Historical Society, the Medical Society, have all 
enjoyed well attended meetings. The S.Ç.M. is 
meeting with well filled rooms. Debating cer- 
tainly has suffered no fainthearted support, 
and should be in for an ardent year, spurred on 
by the success of the overseas representatives. 

All in all. the story of McGill undergradu- 
ate activities seems to be one of thriving and, 
in many cases, of rejuvenated societies. Wo 
can certainly find no cause for dolefiilncss. May 
the year end as well as it promises to do.

Modern poetry, indeed, with its wonderful lyrics, when 
put beside such stuff that Byron wrote, make his work look 
like school-boy scribbling?, Modern poetry is simplicity it- 
sclf, but it is grand, it is stupendous, it is beautiful! Merely 
consider the following lires picket! from somewhere, and you 
will beyond doubt agree with mc: 

MOONS HI KK 
"The moon shone. 
The stars shone, too: 
The fields were calm, 
The night birds 
Whistled 
Faintly, 

And all was quiet." 
Or even a lyric like this, -'which Byron or any other 
over-estimated poet of the past, could never have thought of : 
"She glanced at him with lovc-likc eyes 

And gain'd his heart. * 
She spoke to him with guitcless sighs 

To send her dart. 
And therf denied returning glance's, 
And 'broke his heart." 
The past, too,; toasts ,pf its excellent pastorals and 
country-side poetry. ' But the past boasts of it mcrr.lv to 
elevate poorly written line* which can never speak for them- 
selves, and would otherwise sink into total obscurity. They 
cannot even be c rii^rei! to the., following' famous song of 
nowadays, that can bîrt- ijyç- through tb'e'.'agcs'imtil the earth 
•is swallowed up by the win: 
• "Tec diddle diddle. 

The cat and the fiddle. 
And the cow jumped over the moon." etc 
Xeithcr Shakespeare nor Milton were ever rapable of 
writing such vibrating verse. 

• Robert Burns, we an; told, has written wonderful love 
poetry that tugs at the heart and makes one feel better for 
reading it. That, may be, hut modern poets insert in their 
liucs element of feeling that is utterly strange to poets of 
:ges. Consider the following poem called "Hurt": 
"Dear heart, if I have wronged you. 

Do not grieve: 
But dry your eyes, smite your smile, 

Am] believe 
Kut my supercilious mien. 
What the eye speaks not 
The heart more often feels. 

! Iv heart may groan forever, 

Be in pain :> 
At each scorned look "i one loved. 

Vet retain 
A placid, motionless ffecr. 
But tin: heat is there 
To fid (.n il d^rt of scorn.'' 
you have something that not onl; 
keep; op tugging, and brings tear: 
Tin re you have something that the poor intellects of the ex- 
aggerated nineteenth century could never have hoped to at- 
tain. Something', '» short, that will wand tin; hard tests and 
knocks of the oncoming ages, and live through them success; 
fully. The author of litis article, indeed, really rrgrels that 
so many college professors 61 today waste their time anil 
energy on the .Nineteenth Century stuff, when there i.. such 
a wealth of ideal in the Twentieth.
